G.S.R. 1200. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 95 of the 
Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following amendment in the Employees’ State Insurance (Central) 
Rules, I960, the same having been previously published as required by sub- 
section (1) of the said section, namely: — 

Amendment 

1. These rules may be called the Employees’ State Insurance (Central) Amend- 
ment Rules, 1960. 

2. In the Employees’ State Insurance (Central) Rules, 1950, — 

(a) in sub-rule (2) of rule 5, for clause (ii) [excluding the Notes at the end], 
the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(ii) The dally allowance shall be at the maximum rate admissible to the 
officers of the first grade in the service of the Central Government 
and shall be payable in respect of each day on which the member 
attends one or more meetings: 

and also in respect of the days intervening between a meeting of the 
Stahding Committee and that of the Corporation, or between a 
meeting of a Sub-Committee and that of the Standing Committee or 
Corporation or Medical Benefit Council, if the latter meeting Is held 
within two days of the former, and also for a Sunday or a closed 
holiday which may Intervene during a meeting of the Standing Com- 
mittee or Corporation or Sub-Committee or Medical Benefit Council, 
which may continue for more than one day, and the member 
continues to reside at the place of the meeting during the period: 

Provided that a member shall also be eligible to draw dally allowance for 
the date of arrival or date of departure, as the case may be, — 

(I) at one-half of the full rate, if he arrives at the place of meeting in 

the afternoon of the day, preceding the day of the meeting or If 
he leaves that place in the forenoon of the day following the day 
of the meeting; 

(II) at the full rate, if he arrives at the place of the meeting in the fore- 

noon of the day preceding the day of the meeting or earlier or if 
1 he leaves that place In the afternoon of the day following the day 
of the meeting or later ; 
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(b) for rule 36, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“36, Auditing of Accounts.— The audit of the accounts of the Corporation 
shall be conducted by the Comptroller and Auditor General of India 
or any person appointed by him in this behalf.”
